By Anesthetic Injection 


CLEVELAND, July 26— Good re- 
sulfs have been obtained b> a new 
m ethod of treating recurrent h e ad ­ 
aches. most of them of the m igraine 
type, Dr Frank J K ern of Cleve­ 
land reports in the current issue of 
th e Ohio State Medical journal.
